UCSB police probe rumors of guns on campus 
Final 
arguments 
today

Final arguments were expected 
today in the Superior Court trial that 
has pitted environmentalists against 
the 
state 
over 
the 
proposed 
construction of Highway 1 bypass. 
Today’s session before Superior 
Judge Marian A. Smith is the ninth 
in a trial to determine a number of 
sticky legal questions including 
whether 
the 
state 
division 
of 
highways adequately followed law 
when an environmental fact sheet 
was filed on the development 
instead of a more detailed report. 
Ranged on one side of the landmark 
case legal battle are attorneys Pier 
and 
John 
Gherini 
representing 
themselves and the Bosio family; 
and Lompoc attorney Bruce Sharpe 
who represents PLUS, Preserve 
Lompoc’s Unique Surroundings, and 
the Homeowners Security Alliance. 
On the other side is the state 
represented by attorneys Norval 
Fairman and Frank McEnany. 
The state proposes a 5.4 mile, $9. 
million project to carry Highway 1 
around the City of Lompoc. It has 
the support of the city, the Lompoc 
Valley Chamber of Commerce and 
the Santa Barbara County Board of 
Supervisors. 
In testimony Friday, Lompoc 
physician and surgeon, Dr. Jean 
Michels told the court an inversion 
level ranging in thickness from 
about 5,000 feet to about 15,000 feet 
hangs at a low level over Lompoc 
Valley. Dr. Michels is Sharpe’s wife 
and took the witness stand as an 
expert witness for the freeway 
opponents. She told the court she 
was a meteorologist for the U.S. 
Weather Bureau before entering the 
medical profession. 
She said scientific readings of the 
atmosphere, taken three times a 
day 
over 
a 
five-year 
period, 
documented the presence of an 
inversion layer that a government 
report on air pollution called the 
worst in California. 
Charts showing the extent of the 
inversion layer were entered into 
evidence. 
In earlier testimony, Dr. William 
H. Gausman Jr., told the court he 
believed 
the 
freeway 
would 
depreciate the value of his home in 
Vandenberg Village. 
Before he left the witness stand, 
however, he conceded that he had 
not petitioned any of the freeway 
proponents to get them to change 
their positions. 
The trial has been marked by the 
massive entry of depositions, which 
are question and answer testimony 
taken before the trial began. There 
was also an equally imposing stack 
of documents which were entered by 
the respective attorneys during the 
trial. 
Judge Smith must rule on whether 
the state’s freeway project had to 
comply with environmental law and 
if it did, whether the project met the 
environmental law enacted in 1970. 


Nixon signs 
LEAA bill

President Nixon signed into law 
today a bill extending for three more 
years the federal Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration (LEAA), 
saying that the program has “ done 
the job” in helping combat crime. 
After signing the measure, Nixon 
threw up his hands and smiled. “ It’s 
done,’’ he said, “ this provides the 
opportunity 
and 
the 
money, 
everything we need,” to assist 
states and local communities in 
strengthening 
their 
law 
enforcement operations. 
“ This is a program we re all 
R 
roud of and it’s done the job,” said 
lixon. 
He said 1972 was the first time in 
the last 15 years there has been a 
decrease in crime. He said the rate 
fell 3 per cent.

The former acting FBI chief, 
under close questioning by the 
Senate Watergate Committee as it 
drove toward the windup of the first 
phase of its hearings by possibly 
midweek, said at first he simply 
followed the orders of John W. Dean 
III and John D. Ehrlichman because 
they were close to President Nixon. 
But a few moments later, he told 
Sen. Herman E. Talmadge, D-Ga., 
he had to “ assume” both Dean and 
Ehrlichman were acting on Nixon’s 
behalf. 
“ I had to believe they were acting 
for the President,” Gray said 
“ You assumed it (the order to 
destroy the papers) came from the 
chief executive of the United States 
of 
America 
acting 
in 
their 
capacities 
as 
subordinates? 
Talmadge asked. 
“ I made that assumption,” Gray 
replied “ But Senator Talmadge, in 
fairness, decency and honesty, I 
cannot testify under oath that the 
President ordered them to do this. I

Gray also testified that after he 
admitted to Justice Department 
officials last spring that he had

City, county honors Terry Williams 


Council to conduct 4 hearings 


The Lompoc City Council will conduct four public 
hearings when it meets in regular session tomorrow night, 
7:30, at City Hall, including two street improvement 
hearings continued from a previous meeting. 
The first hearing concerns improving portions of Olive 
Ave. from Hathorne Ave. to Sixtn St. at an estimated cost 
of $63,800. 
A report from Gene Wählers, city administrator, 
suggests the Seventh-Day Adventist Church wants to seel a 
piece of property that falls within the project area and 
recommends the city purchase the property for $7,500. 
Wählers says the property not only adjoins the new 
Beatty Park and could be used in the development of the 
park but part of the property could also be used as a f uture 
storm water retardation basin to prevent the flow of mud 
and debris along Olive Ave. 
Cypress Ave improvements, from Fourth to Seventh 
streets, is estimated to cost $37,700. Both projects would be 
carried out under the 1911 Act with adjoining property 
owners paying a proportionate share of costs. 
The city’s cost in the Cypress Ave. project is estimated at 
a little over $4,000 In the Olive Ave. project it would be a 
little over $16,900. 


The other public hearings on the council agenda include 
one to consider objections to weed abatement costs, and 
another to consider the open space- conservation element 
of the Lompoc General Plan. 
Also on the agenda is a resolution authorizing an 
agreement with the state Department of California 
Highway Patrol for an abandoned vehicles abatement 
program through which the city could receive state funds; 
proposed landscaping and driveway construction for the 
police department; a letter from John Larsson, president 
of the Lompoc Valley Chamber of Commerce, asking for 
the city participation in the purchase of Christmas street 
decorations. 
Letters from A1 Autry, city community development 
director, on behalf of the city Planning Commission, and 
planning commission member James Flegge, requesting 
the council to back a resolution to the League of California 
Cities to maintain Daylight Savings Time as regular time 
within the state; and a recommendation from Councilman 
Emil Scolari, chairman of the city Centennial Committee, 
that the city build a portable building near the chamber of 
commerce 
office 
to 
be 
used 
as 
the 
Centennial 
headquarters.

The Frankfurt currency 
exchange fixed the dollar at 
2.3742 marks, its highest 
fixing price since the 2.3900 
rate posted July 13 and 
more than a one per cent 
increase 
over 
Friday’s 
fixing of 2.3450 marks. 
At one point in London, 
the U. S. currency reached 
$2 4945 against the pound, a 
gain of one and a half U. S. 
cents against Friday’s close 
of $2.5050. 
Some dealers linked the 
dollar's continuing recovery 
abroad to press reports of 
agreement 
on 
currency 
reform 
reached 
at 
an 
international 
monetary 
meeting in Washington last 
week 
In Frankfurt the dollar 
went to 2.3725 marks in 
early trading.

Lee Curran. 55, of Buffalo. N Y. slumped over in his chair 
and had to be removed to Mary Imogene Bassett Hospital 
here less than two minutes after Spahn began speaking 
outside the Hall of Fame library where the induction of six 
new members took place. 
Spahn, who won 363 games during his 21-year major 
league career, was the fourth inductee. His enshrinement 
followed that of Billy Evans, Monte Irvin and George “ High 
Pockets Kelly. 
Following fspahn. the late Roberto Clemente was 
inducted along with the late Mickey Welch. 
Spahn, introduced by Baseball Commissioner Bowie 
Kunn had just finished saying, “ I stand before you a very 
proud fellow today,” when a sudden gasp from tlhe outdoor 
audience told him something was wrong. 
Looking over the bank of microphones. Spahn murmered: 
“ Oh my God, it’s my brother-in-law.” He stopped speaking 
and moved to aid Curran, whose w ife had died two months 
ago, but was persuaded to remain on the platform by Hall 
of Fame officials. 
When a rescue squad was summoned and removed Cur­ 
ran on a stretcher, Spahn did not think he could continue. 
But he somehow pulled himself together and with the echo 
of the departing ambulance in the background, he spoke of 
how proud he was of his wile Lorene. “ who helped me to at 
least 300 of my victories, his 24 year old son. Gregory, and 
his 78-year old father, Edward, all ot whom were in the 
audience. 
Vera Clemente, widow of the late Pittsburgh outfielder, 
accepted a replica of the Hall of Fame plaque from Kuhn 
and her voice cracked when she attempted to thank 
everyone connected with the awarding ot the honor.

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Egypt, Libya 
hold merger talks 


CAIRO UPI — Political sources said today Egypt and 
Libya are holding talks in Tripoli to decide the type of 
merger they want for their two countries and the date for 
putting it into force. 
Vice Premier Abiel Kader Hatem, who arrived Saturday 
in Libya, is leading the Egyptian delegation while the 
Libyans are led by Premier Abdel Salam Jalloud. 
The sources said that while the two countries agree on 
the principle of unity, they differ on some fundamentals of 
the new state and on the date of the merger itself. 


The Libyans want the new state proclaimed in September 
as originally planned. They want its laws based on the 
Koran, the Moslem holy book, and its citizens to exercise 
direct authority by means of "popular committees.” 


The Egyptians are more cautious, the sources said, and 
prefer a delcaration of unity in September followed by 
steps to bring the new state into existence. 


Moreover, the sources said, the Egyptians are not keen 
on the application of Islamic law in all walks of public life 
and feel that a “ popular revolution” in such a populous 
country as Egypt may adversely affect public order. 


The talks between the two sides began Sunday with a 
four-hour session, the major part of it a closed meeting 
between Hatem and Jalloud and two of their aides.

Two Arabs give no reason for attack 


ATHENS (UPI) - Two 
Arabs 
who 
attacked 
passengers at the Athens 
international airport Sunday 
with hand grenades and 
submachine guns gave no 
reason 
for their action, 
officials said today. The two 
men called the attack a 
success, police added 
“ We did what we came to 
do,” police said the men 
told them after the attack. 


The two, described as 
Palestinian 
guerrillas, 
struck 
without 
warning, 
shooting and hurling four 
grenades among passengers 
— many of them American 
— preparing to board jets 
for New York and Geneva. 
Three persons, two of 
them 
Americans, 
were 
killed and 55 more wounded. 
The dead included two 
Americans with at least 10 


Americans listed among the 
23 
foreigners who were 
wounded 
The 
American 
victims 
were identified as Albert 
Kerson, 55, of Union, N.J., 
and Mrs. Jeanie Salantis, 
23, of Highland Park, N.J., 
whose husband Basil, 24. 
was among the wounded. 
Police said they have not 
identified the third victim a 
50-year-old man. 


Passengers caught in the 
attack were those scheduled 
to leave on a Swissair flight 
to Geneva and a Trans 
World Airways TWA flight 
to New York The New York 
plane was just loading and 
only a few of the passengers 
managed to clear the lounge 
and reach the plane safely 
before the Arabs struck 
Police 
declined 
to 
speculate on whether the 


Arabs might have mistaken 
the New York and Geneva-

passengers 
for 
passengers on another TWA 
flight headed to Tel Aviv. It 
departed without incident 10 
minutes after the attack 
began. 
After their attack the 
Arabs seized between 35 to 
40 persons hostage behind 
the lounge bar but released 
them unharmed.

Florida folly 


It certainly is difficult, if downright 
impossible, to understand what is going on 
in the State of Florida. The State Supreme 
Court of Florida just junked the first 
amendment 
of 
the 
United 
States 
Constitution. 


By a 6*1 decision, the court ruled that 
newspapers must provide “equal space'' 
in 
the 
same 
manner 
that 
television 
stations are obligated to furnish “equal 
time '' Of course there is a difference. 
Television stations, because of limited 
airwaves, are licensed. Newspapers, and 
thank the Constitution, are not. 


The first sentence of the Bill of Rights 
provides that “Congress shall make no 
law...abridging the freedom of speech or 
of the press...' 
By virtue of the due 
process 
clause 
of 
the 
Fourteenth 


Washington calling by M a rq u is Childs 


Amendment, 
a 
sim ilar 
limitation 
is 
imposed on state legislatures. And that 
certainly 
includes 
the 
legislature 
of 
Florida. 
The action of the six justices in Florida 
is 
tantamount 
to 
dictating 
how 
a 
newspaper's space is to be utilized. In 
totalitarian societies, this is not at all 
uncommon, 
but 
certainly 
not 
in 
an 
American society. 
The justices argued that their action 
“enhances rather than abridges freedom 
of speech and press.” Do they honestly 
believe that this argument can be treated 
seriously? Freedom is never enhanced by 
the imposing of controls. As Justice Felix 
Frankfurther stated: 
“ Without a free 
press, there can be no free society.” 
The action of the Florida jurists will be 
appealed to the Supreme Court where it 
must certainly be overturned.

WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court of the United States has in 
these turbulent tim es encountered 
heavy weather. Both within the law 
and for individual justices drafted

authority of the highest tribunal of 
the thud branch of government has 
been eroded. For the court now to be 
required by the' President to resolve 
the greatest constitutional crisis in 
the history of the republic, with all

ahead,

its fateful decision, 
interest 
will 
be 
concentrated on the 
nine men who must 
reach 
a decision 
Rarely 
in

mixed bag of judges

ch o ices of

P r e sid e n ts, 
w ith 
four 
m en 
nominated 
by Nixon 
and 
five 
se le c te d 
by 
th re e 
p rev io u s 
administrations. 
The 
polarity on 
the 
court 
is 
reflected in the oldest justice, both 
in age and term of service, and the 
youngest and most newly appointed. 
William 0 Douglas was nominated 
by President Franklin I). Roosevelt 
in March of 1930 In October he will 
be 75 years old and. while this is not 
ancient in comparison with veterans 
in the past who have stayed on the 
bench into their 80s, his 84 years of 
service equals that of the late 
Justice Hugo L Black, who died in 
1971 a week alter he resigned from 
the* court at the age ol 85. 
Douglas 
has 
voted 
with 
few 
exceptions 
against 
any 
and 
all 
restraints 
on 
information 
from 
government or private sources. This 
comes out in his repeated dissents, 
one of the latest being a vigorous 
dissent 
from 
the 
opinion 
of 
a 
m ajority ot 
five justices giving 
states and local communities the 
right to set their own standards of 
what is obscene This, Douglas held, 
puts “ an ominous gloss on freedom 
of the press 
On the basis of his 
record 
Douglas 
would 
almost 
certainly vote against “ executive 
p r i v i l e g e 
as 
g r o u n d s 
tor 
withholding presidential tapes and 
documents 
In early August Douglas and his 
wife are flying to China for a long- 
delayed visit ot three weeks to the 
People’s 
Republic 
Friends 
are 
concerned for him in view of his age 
and the tact that he has a heart 
pacer, and particularly since not 


long ago when he passed through an 
airport x-ray detector the pacer was 
thrown off and he had to be rushed 
to a hospital. His absence from the 
bench, when the court must reach a 
decision, would further com plicate 
an 
already 
fearfully 
com plex 
situation. 
The newest member of the court 
and the youngest is Justice William 
H. Rehnquist. Forty-nine years old, 
he cites in his official biography that 
he was Phi Beta Kappa and first in 
his class at Stanford University Law 
School. From school he served as 
law clerk to the late Justice Robert 
H. Jackson. 


In 
Phoenix, 
Ariz., 
where 
he 
practiced law he was an ardent 
Goldwater man and a protege of 
former Attorney General Richard 
Kleindienst. He tangled with Sen. 
Sam Ervin Jr. when he appeared 
before the senator s constitutional 
rights subcommittee saying that, 
while it would be inappropriate and 
a waste of the taxpayer s money, it 
would 
not 
violate 
the senator’s 
rights for the government to put him 
under 
surveillance. 
With 
rare 
exceptions Rehnquist has voted with 
the three other Nixon appointees on 
the strict constructionist side. 
Between these two poles the other 


seven have shown a wide range of 
opinion. What the court will finally 
decide in this constitutional crisis is 
anyone’s guess in light particularly 
of the often-unpredictable outcome 
in 
cases 
where 
observers 
had 
thought the result was foreordained. 
When three newsmen claimed the 
right of confidentiality to protect 
their 
sources, 
the 
four 
Nixon 
appointees were joined by Justice 
Byron R. White, the sole appointee 
of President Kennedy, in denying 
that right. In writing the opinion for 
the majority of five White stressed 
the requirement that all persons, 
high or low, give any evidence they 
might have in any case however 
trivial its nature. This would seem 
to com m it the majority to ruling 
against 
executive 
privilege 
and 
requiring the President to produce 
tapes and documents requested by 
special prosecutor Archibald Cox 
and 
the 
Watergate 
investigating 
com m ittee. 
In 
that case 
Justice 
Douglas 
dissented, claiming the right of the 
reporters to keep their information 
secret from a grand jury. The nine 
men sitting on that high bench in 
their marble palace reserve the 
right to be totally unpredictable.
